A Number of Interesting Papors 
Mead Beforo the Body—Resolu- 
tions on the Late John R. Brierly

\ By request, Miss Helen Mar Bennett 
spoke briefly on the Delsarte system of 
expression. Her paper was listened 
to with the marked attention it de- 
served, Miss Bennett 1s soon to have 
charge of the gymnasium of the Nor- 
mal School. 

James L. Smith of the University 
spokeon “The Discipline of Experi- 
ence.” He handled: his topic in a 
manner both proficient and entertain- 


dng. 

Mrs. C. P. Bradfield of this city gave 
an interesting outline of her system of 
teaching drawing. 


Afternoon Session. 

“The afternoon session opened with 
a piano solo, Fantasie Impromptu, 
from Chopin, by Miss Edna Betts. 

After roll-call, Messrs, Foshay, Do- 
zier, Molyneaux and Townsend fur- 
nished a vocal quartette. 

Prof. Melville Dozier of the State 
Normal spoke on Geography.“ 

He showed the necessity for every 
man to be conversant with this subject, 
asa means of better comprehending 
tho commercial, as well as physical. 
interests of the country. 

The study of geography carried to 
perfection trenches upon the ground 
of chemistry, history, botany and 
geology. He deemed it unnecessary 

spend the recitation period in 
**hearing’”’ the lesson, and thought the 
time would be more profitable if de- 
voted to an extended consideration of 
the principal topics. 

He encouraged the careful study of 
maps. both from text-book and the 
drawing of the student.

THE SILENT MAN. 


OF RN 
GRANTS ADMINISTRATION 


Told in an Interviow With Ex-Post- 
master General Creswell — The 
Story of a Cabinet Meeting at the 


This Country One of the Great 
Ship-owning Nations of the 
World, 


How Grant Treated His Cabinet Officers, 
and His Intentions as to the South Had 
He Been Elected for a Third Term—A 
New Story of Roscoe Conkling, Telling 
Where He Got the Opening Verse of 
His Noted Speech at Chicago—Senator 
Blair on Presbyterian Revision—He 
Discusses the Unpardonable Sin, and 

Tells of His Escape from Brimstone 
Damnation.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—({Special 
Correspondence of THe TIMES. I 
chatted last night with Senator Blair 
of New Hampshire about the revision 
of the Presbyterian Church creed, by 
which the more advanced thinkers 
take the worst elements of hell out of 
their religion, and Blair told me the 
story of his wonderful fight with brim- 
stone damnation. He is the offspring 
of Puritan parents, and his boyhood 
was passed in an old farmhouse in 
New Hampshire, in the garret of 
which there was a library of theolog- 
ical works, advocating fore-ordained 
hell for the non-elect. This light read- 
ing formed Senator Blair’s first intel- 
lectual pabulum. Said he: 

‘*] read at those books before that 
open fire, and I remember that when I 
was about 9 years old I got it into my 
head that I had committed the un- 
pardonable sin. This unpardonable 
sin was, you know, one of the cardinal 
points of the old theology. The books 
did not state what this sin was, and 
the preachers did not seem to know, 
but it was as certain as death that he 
who committed it could have no for- 
giveness, and that he was fore- 
ordained to the hottest fires of the 
lower regions for an eternity of ages. 
Well, I thought I had committed it. I 
thought I was bound to be damned, 
and for weeks I lost sleep at night and 
worried and fretted all the day over 
my condition. Ithink I should have 
gone crazy if I had not gotten 
and my relief came from an old volume 
on the unpardonable sin. These con-

I met ex-Postmaster-General Cres- 


Bank in Washington yesterday. He 
is one of the finest looking men in the 
City. Tall, broad-shouldered 
and white whiskered, his clear blue 
eyes look out from under a broad, high 
forehead, and his tread is as firm and 
his step as active as it was when he 
was a member of the United States 
Senate in 1865. The last time I saw 
him was at Mount McGregor, where he 
had gone to attend Grant’sfuneral. He 
was an intimate friend of Grant and 
he was one of the General’s most 
ardent admirers. After afew moments 
our conversation turned upon Grant, 
and he said: 

„Grant was the greatest General I 
have ever known, and of all the great 
men of my acquaintance I consider 
him the greatest, He was great as a 
statesman, when you judge him by the 
soldier-statesman standard, and some 
of his acts and sayings, as President, 
are quoted today. He was a great 
writer, and there are few works that 
will compare in simplicity and 
beauty with his memoirs. His 
state papers were equally well written, 
and he wrote all his messages with his 
own hand, exce — parts which 
he got from his Cabinet officers. In 
preparing the paragraphs relating to 
the postoffice and other departments 
he would give directions to his Cabinet 
to condense their reports, and woulda 
insert such condensation in his mes- 
sages.“ 

Did he advise much with his Cabi- 
net? I asked. 

“Yes. He had his own opinion and 
his own policy, but he advised with his 
Cabinet on all matters relating to the 
various departments over which they 
were placed. I was at the head of the 
Postoffice Department, and I found 
him always ready to change his views 
when suflicient reasons could be given 
him fora change. He was quick to 
take advantage of the moment 
and he decided upon mat- 
ters usually as they came be- 
fore him. Speaking of his readiness 
in writing his messages and his quick- 
ness of decision, a remarkable instance 
occurred at the time of the opening of 
the Franco-Prussion war. It was the 
last night of the Congressional session, 
and President Grant, with his Cabinet, 
was at the Capitol signing bills when 
the news came. Now, the great Ger- 
man steamship line feared that its 
ships would be captured by the French, 
an that it woul not be 
able to carry on its voyages 
from Germany to America. Na 
owners mude a proposition to change 
the line to an American line to bave it 
carry the American flag, and to take 
our mails from America to the conti- 
nent. Under the American flag it 
would be safe from seizure by France, 
and it would give us one of the gre 
est steamship lines of the world. This 
offer from the line came to President 
Grant at the Capitol. The subject was 
proposed to his Cabinet, and, turning 
to me, he asked what | thought of the 
pronesemen from a postal standpoint.

I here referred to the Chicago Con- 
vention which nominated Garfield, 
and to the wonderful perseverance of 
the noted 3806, of whom Postmaster- 
General Creswell was one. 

“Referring to the speech of Conk- 
ling made on this occasion,’’ said Post- 
master-General Oresswell. Roscoe 
Conkling was a great man, but he 
lacked the adaptability of a politician.
